Dateline April 8, 1989, the Orlando Hamfest. The Amateur 
Auxiliary, an official fact-finding board of the FCC, convenes to 
consider the long-standing cause of Herb Schoenbohm, KV4F7Z, vs. 
the Maritime Mobile Net, the Intercon Net (both nets on 14313) and 
others. For two hours, the auxiliary takes evidence, mainly from 
Schoenbohm, alleging illegal interference and the illegal use of 
international phone patching for drug smuggling, money laun- 
dering, baby smuggling, announcement of lottery numbers and the 
other commercial purposes. (Please see Florida Skip cover story, 
last month: ) 

Those who have tuned in to the cacaphony of controversy have 
heard Schoenbohm defiled. He’s been labeled sick, a dictator, a 
John Bircher, a Jew boy (he’s Lutheran); and his transmissions 
called diatribes, theatrics and a vendetta. More accurately, like it 
or not, he’s the firebrand of the airwaves, our own Morton Downey, 
Jr. 

No single ham has so polarized the amateur radio community or 
guise of policing them . . . but also engages in conversations with 
various operators making slanderous remarks about various in- 
dividuals and public officials that are in our possession. 

At the beginning of the year, the Board of Directors of the St. 
Croix Amateur Radio Club denounced Schoenbohm. publicly. 
Here’s their letter which was published in the local newspaper: 

“Schoenbohm has for several years caused untold and un- 
warranted interference on the amateur radio frequencies. He not 
only deliberately interferes with various traffic nets under the 
of policing them . . . but also engages in conversations with various 
operators making slanderous remarks about various individuals 
and public officials that are in our possession. 

‘Since Schoenbohm as an employee of our government seems to 
spend much of his time during his scheduled work hours on the 
amateur radio, our tax dollars for his salary are being wasted. It is 
our earnest desire that Mr. Schoenbohm be restricted during his 
working hours to his assigned police department duties (he is a 
communications specialist) rather than being on the amateur radio 
all hours of the day. 

‘Then a good part of the problem would be solved.”’ 

Schoenbohm is quick to make the point that one of the signatures 
is now in jail facing murder charges in an unrelated incident. 

In Florida, Eric (Swede) Hochberg, W4TAH, heads the Amateur 
Auxiliary of the FCC Field Operations Bureau, where Schoenbohm 
appeared in April. He’s been following the tug-of-war around 14313, 
and for three years, he’s kept the ARRL and FCC informed, but due 
to under staffing the FCC has been unable to react. 

Thus, when Hochberg learned that Schoenbohm planned to 
attend the Orlando Hamfest, he invited the parties to gather for an 
official fact-finding hearing. Schoenbohm readily accepted, as did 


the popular Eddie Ricca, K4PT, Intercon Net manager.

The smooth and outstanding operation of the Amateur Radio 
Communication Center is a compliment to all of the staff and volunteers, and an excellent 
example to all of the fly-in visitors and personnel of amateur radio in action in a very 
professional manner.

ATTENTION NET MANAGERS 
By Bill Jochimsen, K4ZK 
Section Traffic Manager — South Florida 
Since 1975 in Florida it has been the practice for the section 
traffic manager to issue Local and Section Net Certificates when 
requested by the net managers. Since we have a number of 
““combined section nets’’ which have members from both Southern 
and Northern Florida sections, it is necessary for the net managers 
of those nets to divide their requests for certificates and send me 
the requests for members located in the Southern Florida section 
and to send KB9LT, Northern Florida section traffic manager, the 


requests for those members living in Northern Florida. - 
The qualifications for issuance of the certificates is as follows: 
(a) If the net meets once per day or less 10 check-ins per month for 
three consecutive months. (b) If the net meets twice per day, 15 
check-ins per month for three consecutive months. (c) If the station 
has been regularly assigned NCS for two- of the three-month 
period, he/she qualifies for the NCS endorsement sticker. (d) If the 
station has regularly acted as liaison to a higher net (i.e., local to 
section or section to region) for two- of the three-month period 
he/she qualifies for the Liaison Endorsement Sticker. 

Net certificates in Florida are issued a maximum of once every 
two years for activity within a given net. Some managers of local 
nets have added requirements such as confirmation that the station 
has actually handled at least one or more messages in correct 
ARRL format, etc., before recommending they be issued a Local 
Net Certificate. 

The net manager’s request to me or KB9LT should include the 
following: call-sign, full name and address, date qualified and 
whether qualified for NCS,or liaison endorsements. Requests can 
be sent by mail or packet.,if: more than one qualifies (packet ad- 
dresses: K4ZK at WB8LGH Bn KBSLT at K4GBB).

S.S.B. TRAFFIC NETS 
By Joe Scungio, NAKFU 

During a discussion of net procedure at the Sarasota Hamfest 
Luncheon one of the traffic handlers said that it seemed like they 
talked about the same traffic handling problems 10 years ago! Who 
says times change. What goes around comes around I guess. 

_In order to write about proper net procedure I found that no 
matter what I thought, what I may have gotten used to or what I 
was comfortable with doesn’t insure that it is correct or good 
operating procedure. I found that having to break out the books is 
necessary. When you read it, study it or have to write about it how 
can you justify not practicing it??? Hi! 

It may be a hobby but if our traffic nets are to function well I 
know I just can’t do what I feel like doing when I want to doit. 

Since attempting to write these articles I have found that I have 
afew good alibi’s for not practicing good procedure. 

“T didn’t read about what to do. I didn’t have time to check it out. 
At times I didn’t take the time because I felt it wasn’t that im- 
portant and I felt I was doing good, knew my stuff and anyway, 
nobody has ever told me I’m not practicing good procedure.” 

After reviewing the books on traffic handling I must painfully 
admit that at times I didn’t do well. Worst of all by writing these 

articles if you weren’t a well-versed handler and heard me on the 
nets you might never know that I made those goofs. Probably even 
- worse, if I continue to make them everyone will be aware. Hi! 

It was mentioned how the various nets were run and how well 
some of the NCS’ handled their duties. It is very easy to criticize 
these people but I guess that until you’ve tried it don’t knock it. 

As I stated last month, ‘‘A net is only as good as its weakest 
operator.”’ 

However, I might add that a net is only as good as the NCS 
makes it. The NCS should operate like a symphony conductor. Lead 
it, direct its efforts and keep it humming smoothly. However, like it 
or not, sometimes when someone gets out of tune the NCS must stop 
being the conductor and become the boss. Any NCS who refrains 
from doing this when the situation warrants will lose control of 
their act. 

Out of nervousnees I often talk to fast, try to rush or hit the 
button too quickly. I believe most NCS’ know what they are sup- 
posed to do but now and then we don’t plan or get oursevles 
_ organized. 

_. Before the net starts the NCS should have his or her net logs, roll 

call sheets, traffic routing guide or whatever, ready. The NCS 
should be familiar with traffic routing patterns, who usually 
handles which traffic and be ready to go. 


I feel that I have to be quick and make instantaneous decisions 
so everything will move quickly. However, I’ve found that if I take 
a little more time, no one gets bothered and I can handle a situation 
better. 

When traffic is heavy we should use more than one liaison 
station. Doesn’t make much sense to have one station with 10 pieces 
of traffic when two with five might do the job better. 

Usually, a net will function better and handle much more traffic 
in a shorter period of time if more net stations are involved. In the 
past and to a much-lesser extent now, some stations always were 
carrying the load. 

Remember the ‘‘Iron Person Principal’? (Used to be “Iron Man 
Principal’’ Hi! !) 

This might seem okay but if they don’t show, are missing for a 
while, or whatever, you have a hard time getting replacements. 
Usually, as more stations become actively involved in passing 
traffic the better a net will function and hopefully the better 
trained they will be. 

I have always wondered when listening to the various traffic 
nets why we usually hear only one station from each city or area. 
What’s your theory? 

In closing the following is submitted for your thoughts: 

Someone asked why the voice nets had a roll call since it is so 
time-consuming making unnecessary calls to many stations who 
are not going to show? My first thought was, ‘‘Holy smokes, a voice 
net without a roll call!’’

President Wilhite stated that club members are always ready to 
lend communications support to any such event, and are ready at 
any time to be a part of civil defense communications activities 
whenever the need is evident. 

F.C.C.’s PART 15 REWRITE COULD 
LEAD TO MORE INTERFERENCE 

Many consumer devices operate under Part 15 of the FCC Rules. 
These non-licensed devices such as computer products, video 
games and VCR’s along with security systems, remote controlled 
toys operate using frequencies which until recently would not in- 
terfere with amateur radio. 

Under a new FCC Ruling, these devices will be able to use the 
902-928 MHz and three other microwave ham bands. There is 
concern that the 1,000-foot permissable radius could involve signal 
strength by transmitting units in the devices that could activate 
repeater inputs in the 907-910 MHz ham band. Also, low power work 
between 902 and 904 MHz, could be interference prone. 

Although interfering devices must be moved when problems 
arise, the difficulty of enforcing removal will be a burden to legally 
operating hams. Whether a shopper who has purchased such a 
device would be cooperative is subject to doubt. 

ARRL has argued against the liberalization of Part 15 but FCC 
seems bent on permitting it anyway.

The Maritime Mobile Net turned down the opportunity to par- 
ticipate but sent observers. 

While the board’s sealed findings are in the hands of the FCC, 
Hochberg talked to Florida Skip. Surprisingly, he praised Schoen- 
bohm’s testimony. 

“Well documented, well presented. He knows what he’s talking 
about,’’ Hochberg said. | 

Though he wouldn’t divulge the some 100 documented incidents 
involving illegal phone patching and jamming — “‘I wish I could tell 
you what we found.” Hochberg did say that the board found a ‘“‘pre- 
ponderance of illegal phone patching.”’ 

He also said that, through direction-finding efforts, the board is 
reasonably sure it knows the net jammers, whom he dubs belcher, 
music man, clock man, laugher, whistler, wind-maker, breather, 
falsetto, Amtor tapes and tape player. As to the many charges that 
Schoenbohm interferes with others, Hochberg responds: 

‘“‘Who’s interfering with him?”’ 

He goes on to explain that given the possibility of imposters 
playing recordings, proof of malicious interference requires much 
more than merely hearing it. But on the proven allegations, Hoch- 
berg expresses confidence that, now having the facts, the FCC will 
take firm action. 

The other two members of the board are John Reinke, AB6I, and 
Dr. William Staples, W4SME. Dr. Staples indicated that the wheels 
are in motion, saying, without giving specifics, “‘several things 
have happened.”’ On May 7th, he said he believes the process has 
already caused tempers to cool. 

Press time Sunday, May 14th, 14313 KHz. 

This is the Intercontinental Amateur Net, any- 
body —”’ 


“This frequency is being used and has been used. Please QSY off —

It was 
someone else, a stooge, with a very, very weak signal who did the 
asking. That’s the latest thing. They got somebody up in the valleys 
of West Virginia operating into a dummy load to ask if the 
frequency is in use and if nobody responds they assume they can 
come down and capture the frequency.”’ 
KV4FZ, Herb Schoenbohm 
(Then whistles, speeches fading in and out, unintelligibility. ) 
“Mike, you just can’t keep the frequency all day long.” 
KB4IJ, Net Control 
‘“‘Well, they do it all day long. Is there any doubt in anybody’s 
mind that the Intercontinental Net is willfully, collectively, 
maliciously interfering with ongoing amateur communications.”’ 
KV4FZ, Herb Schoenbohm 
On and on. 


If you ask him, he tells you his crusade started in the late ’70s 
just before the massacre at Jonestown. When WB6MID came on the 
Maritime Mobile Net operating from Jonestown as portable 8R3, 
from Georgetown as slant 8R1 and from California all at the same 
time, he sensed trouble. So, calling in, he spelled out his 
premonition to the net. According to Schoenbohm, the net didn’t 
take kindly to him. 

“IT was excoriated (denounced),’’ says the articulate crusader, 
his voice rising to a crescendo. ‘ 

Some Maritime Mobile Net members are sympathetic and 
several, like Dick Eastman, N5FX, a sightless ham resoundingly 
acknowledged for his expertise as a net controller, have been 
drummed out of the net. 

One threatened net control says anonymously: ‘‘Herb’s been 
humiliated and snubbed by the net. They throw their weight around 
like they own the frequency. And their arrogance sends Herbie 
right up the wall. What he’s doing is making an issue and throwing 
the book right back at them.”’ 

Contacted for a response, the current Maritime Mobile Net 
Manager, Walt Donner, KA80, first declined to be interviewed. 

‘‘Why should we respond to another ham,’’ Donner said. ‘‘I don’t 
have any problem, Herb has a problem.’’ And answering our 
inquiry about democracy in the net, “‘It’s always been a dictator- 
ship,”’ he says. 

Other net members take issue, citing the spirituality of founder 
Chaplain Robertson, KB5YX, who stepped down and out from the 
controversy not too long ago. 

Small consolation, this story has but one conceivable winner. 
Demonstrating its skill, Florida’s no-nonsense Amateur Auxiliary 
tackled our toughest problem. Still, amateur radio may yet end up 
the loser. . 

Florida Skip has learned that because of the facts disclosed in 
this dispute, the FCC is leaning toward suspending international 
phone patch privileges while it wrestled with tightening up on 
patching.

FAR EAST ADVENTURE

(part two of two) 

Today the buses took us to visit the apartment of a ‘“‘typical’”’ 
Chinese family. They live in a four- to six-story walk-up in a two- 
room apartment, with a kitchen and bathroom, totaling about 400 to 
600 square feet. 

- Incidentally, all Chinese toilets are just holes-in-the-ground 
which made it more of an adventure for the women. They did not 
wear panty-hose for obvious reason. 

Rent is about $5 per month. Income is around $150 per month. In 
the cities, everyone wears Western clothes and owns a color 
television, washing machine and a radio. 

Next stop was a handicraft factory where they made pictures 
from shells and feathers. In China, everyone works, there is no 
welfare. No work, no pay. The government pays for your health 
care and provides free education for your child. I say ‘‘child’’ 
because you are only allowed to have one child per family. Birth 
control devices and abortions are a normal part of their society. 

Farmers however, are the exception and are allowed more 
children. With a population of a billion three hundred million they 
had to do something to reduce it. There just aren’t enough jobs for 
that many people. This is one of the reasons you see very little 
mechanization on the farms and industries. 
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Back to the ship for China’s largest port, Shanghai, once the 
most corrupt city in the world with opium, prostitution and crime 
that made the word “‘shanghaied”’ a part of our dictionary. No 
more! There is no crime and no drugs anymore in China. 

AIDS is non-existent. The streets are clean. Litterbugs are fined 
immediately. I know because one of the persons on our bus 
stamped out a cigarette before boarding and was immediately 
ticketed for littering and had to pay a 10 yuan fine (about 30¢). 

In Shanghai we were taken to a small circus where we saw some 
outstanding acrobats and unusual animal acts including a giant 
panda that performed several tricks. 

Afterwards we visited a children’s palace. These are former 
homes of first the British and then the Russians who once con- 
trolled Shanghai. The British ruled there in the late 1800s to about 
1938 when the Japanese invaded China. After World War Two, the 
Russians controlled the city until turning it back to China in 1963. 

The Chinese have converted these homes into buildings where — 
gifted children are taken after school and are taught art, dance, 
music and gymnastics. 

The next day we took the train to Wuxi, an inland city about two- 
and-a-half hours from Shanghai. At Wuxi we visited a silk factory 
where they operate three shifts around the clock and seven days a 
week because silk production is a principal industry to China. 

It takes 70,000 silkworm cocoons to make one skein of silk thread 
and silkworms only live in mulberry trees. They have farms that do 
nothing but raise these silkworms. 

From there it was lunch at the Hunan Hotel, a modern Western- 
style hotel, where we ate the typical Chinese food served on the lazy 
susans with lots of beer and wine. For desert we had Eskimo Pies 
made in China. Tasted just like the originals. 

After lunch they took us for a boat ride on the Grand Canal 
which is home for many families that live on boats along the canal. 
This is a man-made waterway that goes to Beijing, 1,100 miles to 
the north. It took 10,000 Chinese six years to build about it about two 
centuries ago. 

Back to Shanghai by train, which was very comfortable and air- 
conditioned. Vendors on the train are busy selling silk scarfs, silk 
ties, cloisonne bracelets and other Chinese-made products. Prices 
are quite reasonable. I bought several silk ties for $4 each. 

The ship sailed that evening for Hong Kong, a two-day voyage. 
Hong Kong was the end of the two-week cruise. We docked at the 
Ocean Terminal Kowloon and were taken on a sightseeing tour of 
Hong Kong Island before checking into the Hong Kong Hilton, our 
hotel for the next three days. 

The tour of Hong Kong Island first took us to Victoria Peak 
where you get a magnificent view of Hong Kong and the harbour. 
Hong Kong is a city of five-million people and tall buildings are 
crowded one on top of the other. The tallest is 77 stories high. 4 

From Victoria Peak we drove to Aberdeen which is the home of 
the floating restaurants, and viewed the sampans taking people 
back and forth.

One of the things that keep coming up, is the information on 
repeater licenses. Many of the repeaters are listed at the same 
location as the control operators address. Yet we find that the 
repeater is located at some remote site. 

The address of the repeater license should be the physical 
location of the repeater, not the control operators locations. If the 
repeater is moved, a new Form 610 must be filled out with the new 
address noted. The repeater station license is issued to the repeater 
station, not to the control operator or custodian. 

There have been many reports of intruders into the low end of 
ten meters. I can’t do anything about them unless I get the details. 
If you report this type of activity make sure you have the time, 
date, frequency and call sign or handle. Anything that might 
identify, who might be using the frequency is a plus. 

I do not want, what you guess, or what you think. This is an 
opinion and I need details.

The 11th Annual National Hurricane Conference was held April 
3-7 of this year at the Hyatt Regency in Miami, Florida. 

This was a very large conference attended by representatives 
from the armed forces, building and zoning, city and county 
managers, city and county commissions, civil defense, emergency 
management, environmental offices, fire and law enforcement. 
hospitals, insurance companies, meteorologists, nursing homes, 
port authority, public information, public utilities, public works 
and other agencies. 

Workshops were in constant session each day and it was im- 
possible to catch all of them. Many very interesting topics were 
covered, with well informed speakers for each meeting. 

Don, KOIND was guest speaker at one session and gave an ex- 
cellent talk, complete with slides, describing the Hurricane Watch 
Net. its purposes and aims. This net and its members have for 
many years provided valuable weather information to the weather 
services, many times securing information from sources only 
available through amateur radio. 

Director Bob Sheets of the National Hurricane Center in Miami 
gave a highly-informative and interesting talk on hurricane 
forecasting, with emphasis on Hurricane Gilbert. This session was 
attended by hundreds of people from all over the country, as wellas 
from the Caribbean areas. 

Amateurs from Florida, Jamaica, Mexico, Puerto Rico and 
other areas were in attendance. Some I met included Billy Wagner, 
Jr., director of Monroe County Civil Defense: Norm Leggett. 
communications coordinator of Monroe County: and Terry

F.C.C. TO AMATEUR RADIO: 
WE SAID WHAT? Tas 

The FCC has figuratively told the ham radio community it 
doesn’t give a damn what happens in regards to the future of 
frequency coordination in the Amateur Radio Service. This word 
came at the Sunday, April 30th FCC Forum at the Dayton Ham- 
vention. According to Pesonal Radio Branch Chief John B. John- 
ston, W3BE, the commission will not give its recognition to 
repeater coordinators and will no longer discuss the matter. 

At last year’s hamvention, ARRL Hudson Division Director 
Steve Mendelsohn was able to elicit a promise from the FCC that 
the commission would look with favor and apfroval to any coor- 
dinator recognized by the league. WA2DHF spent the better part of 
a year working with the ARRL Board to resolve the problems in 
providing this service. 

Last July a list of approved coordinators was published in the 
minutes of the Summer 1988 ARRL Board Meeting. Expectations 
were that this list would be provided to the commission and ac- 
cepted by the government for endorsement. 

Instead, the FCC is reneging on its word. It was announced that 
neither this, nor any other list, will be deemed acceptable to the 
commission and that the FCC will not ever give recognition to the 
standing of any amateur radio frequency coordinator. This is yet ~ 
another blow to coordination efforts since it both opens the door 
once again for any amateur to declare himself a frequncy coor- 
dinator in the Amateur Service while at the same time invalidating 
everyone — past, present and future — who volunteers to service 
that need. 

Even worse, this latest negativity and turn-tailism on the part of 
the FCC will be viewed as a slap in the face of the nation’s 
frequency coordinators, the American Radio Relay League and the 
amateur radio community.
